Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Per the finding of fact by the Board of Appeals, the prior art teaches paging and 
measurement during the same time slot or period as indicated in the rejection. 
However, the scope of the presently allowed claims covers only the case wherein 
paging information is received and measurement is made at exactly the same point in 
time. Not during a same time slot or short interval, but both occur exactly 
simultaneously. Per the boards decision, when incorporating each and every 
limitation of the claims, none of the prior art teaches the features as claimed.
